When we talk 
about martial law | think it is ao times for- 
gotten that when martial law prevatis it is not 
that you are substituting for the ordinary law 
of the land some alternative cede of law. 
What happens is that the ordinary law dis- 
appears, and that the supreme coritro] passes 
into the hands of the military.| \That is 
obviously a condition of things which can 
only be permitted in times of great emer- 
gency, and when the emergency |ceases the 
necessity for martial law disappears with it. 
(Hear, -hear.) 

No one can, I think, say in the case of 
Ireland that the emergency has yet dis- 
appeared, and Martial Law will certainly 
not be abrogated in Ireland until we are 
satisfied it can be abrogated with entire

The Earl of HALSBURY remarked that he 
disappointed with the speech of 
Lord Lansdowne, which evaded the whole 
question raised by Lord Loreburn. What 
one would like to know would be how much 
the Government knew of what was going on 
in freland, and whether they did or did not 
approve of the Chief Secretary's policy. On 
that sumect the House had heard nothing. 
Did the Cabinet approve of ha Secre- 
tarv ig policy in allowing sedition to grow 
until the end came? ag hear.) He did 
not understand the plea for delay put for- 
ward by the Government. Why could they 
not discuss now the conduct of the Cabinet? 

Lord MacDONNELL said that any attempt 
to dissociate the landing of arms at Howth 
from the landing of arms at Larne was im- 
possible. If the Customs offigers and the 
police at Larne had resisted they also would 
have been shot down. It was thus impossible 
to limit the inquiry in the way that Lord 
Loreburn had attempted, and in the same 
way they could not exclude Sinn Feiners from 
the list of Irish politieal parties. 

The Marquess of SALISBURY said that 
the debate had shown that such a discussion 
as they had had was abundantly justified. 
He believed that abstention from criticism 
on the part of ‘the members eí both Houses 
of Parliament had been a profound mistake. 

The Earl of CROMER stated that he was 
not- one of those who wished to imperil the 
present Gevernment. But that did not pre- 
clude legitimate eriti¢ism. It was all very 
* well fot Mr. Birrell to stand in a white sheet 
and utter words of mingled pathos and dig- 
nity. Before they could accept his regret 
they felt inclined to say to him: ‘‘Give us 
hack the priceless lives of those gallant young 
officers and men who have been; sacrificed by 
vour neglect of duty, your want of foresight, 
and your culpable optimism.”’ (Cheers.)

day by the members of the Nationalist Party 
truly represents their policy, it is á bad look- 
out for Ireland, In this resolution some 
fundamental principles are ignored by whtich 
human societies must be guided if there is to 
be any such thing as civil peace and hap- 
piness, and if men are to be reseved from 
the “state of nature ” .in which every man 
is against every man, and the life of all—as 
Hobbes put it-- poor, nasty, brutish, and 
short.”’ The resolution implies that it is 
not a capital offence to murder policemen or 
soldiers in time of war, for it hres oe yp a 
wish that no one who hag instiga these 
murders, however ‘guilty, shall be executed 
in future. it is murder to kill either 
soldier or civilian in time of peace; it ia a 
worse offence and a dastardly outrage on the 
spirit of humanity to kill a policeman who 
is trying to discharge his duties to the 
citizens. It is high treason (morally, if not 
legally) to shoot a soldier in time of war, 
and a fortiori it ia murderous and cowardly 
high treason to shoot unarmed, unsuspecting 
soldiers in time of war. But Mr, Dillon says 
that this kind of thing ia “good, clean 
fighting ’’—and Mr. Dillon is an honourable 
man. it this attitude represents arty— 
which God forbid—it would seem_that the 
“freedom ” they aré seeking for Ireland is 
unlicensed liberty for each man or group of 
men to do exactly as they please. 

A terrible social erime has been committed. 
A deliberate attempt has been ‘made to upset 
the civilisation of Ireland, and to introduce 
the rule of anarchy—what Plato describes as 
the extreme form of social intemperance. 
The motive is proclaimed as a hatred of Eng- 
land, but this is only a nominal label, whi 
does not go to the root of the matter. The 
real source is to he found in the neurotic 
idealism of a small minority who had a 
short-sighted love of power and a narrow 
and egoistic view of their own importance in 
society. The leaders, dissatisfied with the 
narrow scope of their romantic illusions, have 
endeavoured to satisfy themselves by blood- 
shed, and to communicate to the society 
around them the disorders of their own 
imaginations. ‘ 

It is the duty of the Nationalist Party to 
restrain this flow of intemperate emotion, in 
order that we may bo able to live peaceably 
without martial law. They have the re- 
sponsibility beeause they have influence over 
the mob if they choose to use it. If they 
make no serious attempt in this direction, 
they may be good politicians, but they can 
never be described as patriots.—Yours, etc.,

Sir,—Ten days ago there existed if Irelana 
a state of affairs that went far to compensate 
for the murder and destruction that had 
brought it about. The impudent conceit of 
the Sinn Fein idealists, the scheming of the 
German agents, the ruffianism of the Liberty 
Hall anarchists, had ended in complete dis- 
aster. for their selfish efforts to impose their 
tyranny on this country. They had achieved 
one wonderful result—they had united for the 
first time in history every element of Irish 
opinion inea feeling of horror and resentment 
against rebellion, Ten days ago there could 
not be found in any section of the community 
the smallest. sympathy for the creatures who, 
at the instigation of Prussian intrigue, sacri- 
ficed their country and their countrymen to 
their own insensate vanity. Opportunities for 
statesmanship in dealing with Irish affairs 
occur but rarely. It is heartbreaking to 
think that this great chance of establishing 
peace in our country found no statesman to 
avail of it. For two days, or three, we might 
have secured absolute safety against the re- 
petition of gs SA aon piracies. The 
means, and the only means, by which such 
an end could be attained was by inspiring con- 
fidence in the fairness and impartiality of the 
administration of justice, and by the. imme- 
diate disarming of all persons bearing arms 
otherwise than under the direct command of 
the State. 

The first essential was to deal with the 
wrong-doers under such circumstances as 
would demonstrate that their panishment was 
an act of justice performed by the community 
that they had outraged. There would have 
been no difficulty about this. It takes very 
little time to pass emergency legislation 
where such is necessary, and it might have 
been advisable as a concession to reactionary 
suspicion to constitute special tribunals to 
deal with the exceptional state of affairs, but 
it was essential for the future well-being of 
the country that these traitors to Ireland 
should have been pwunished—as severely 
punished they most certainly would have been 
—by tribunals representative of the com- 
munity against which the offenders had 
sinned. Public opinion would have sanc- 
tioned the forfeiture of more- lives—but it 
would have insisted on the forfeiture of life 
being regulated by some more intelligent ap- 

reciation of the true principles of justice. 

here should have been no maftyrs. There 
should have been no “‘ vietims’’ of any power, 
save of the administration of public justice 
by a public tribunal. We should have been 
saved the disaster of to-day, which finds 
among sober a sponsible pgople sym- 
athy for those?Who deserved none, created 

y those who have been doing their best to 
discharge a duty for which they are unfit, and 
finds the restoration of peace the subject of 
bitter and unscrupulous partisan controversy. 

On the head of this comes a series of 
astounding publications by a responsible 
journal k I sr for the continuance of 
martial law. These are, I think, largely due 
to ignorance. Martial law is not imposed by 
the State—it is imposed by the enemies of the 
State. It is universally recognised by all well- 
informed persons as one of the lamentable 
disasters inflicted on the community by the 
outbreak of hostilities necessitating that the 
armed forces of the Crown should occupy and 
goveryp the territory affected by a state of war. 
One of the essential functions of government 
is to administer justice, at all events to the 
extent of inquiring into and ptinishing crimes 
that call for immediate retribution. 

No one could have objected if during this 
insane outbreak snipers, who were under no 
command, who wore no uniform, who went 
where they liked and shot whom they liked, 
were tried by courtmartial and shot. This 
would have been a judicious step towards com- 
pelling the rioters to confarm to some appear- 
anee of organised discipline, So long as idiots 
were raising armed bande throughout the 
country, it would have been w very proper 
proceeding to try by courtmartial and to 
execute any persons who had been captured 
in similar condition. Military necessity is the 
foundation of the juriadiction of martial law. 
It is a curse which is host upon a country 
only by the power of the King’s enemies. It 
is~ not inflicted, and cannot inflicted, on 
any community by the King’s Executive Go- 
vernment. No Cabinet can impose martial 
law on any part of the King’s dominions. It 
is true that Parliament may curtail the 
liberty of His Majesty's subjects, and has 
done so, but, ~ yen ms roa that one 
ence, we are still entitled to the protection 
our law, and no Executive, by proclamation 
or by any other means, can legalise martial 
law. Except in cases of necessary military 
administration of a territory, the ons eek 
mast be governed by Parliamentary, and no 
by military, law, am not i“ cases 
arising under the Statutes for the Defence of 
the Realm. These Statutes are Parliamentary 
law, not martial law, The fealiah beo) 
who shriek for a continuance of martial law 
are, in fact, shrieking for a continuance of 
armed rebellion. The moment armed —v 
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The unmeaning 
should be disarmeg, too. The dropping of 
the Arms Act was, indeed, an act of criminal 
folly. but it requires no Arms Act to render 
criminal the nt nal of armed men to 
overbear the deliberations of Parliament. His 
Majesty is solemnly prohibited by our law 
from maintaining an army. Has anyone ever 
advised the Gdévernment that what is illegal 
for the King may be legally done by the 
leader of a faction’ All this volunteerin 
performance was infamous tyranny. Arma- 
ment is always the enemv of conatitutional 
freedom. Whether Sir Edward Carson and 
Mr. Redmond agree or do not agree, it is 
the dutv of any authority that pretends to 
govern Ireland to protect the community from 
the menace of armed terrorism. There must 
be no favouritism about the matter. For this 
purpose the rule of the soldier may for a 
while be prolonged, but the last week has 
done such injury that all thinking Irishmen 
must dread another.—Yours, -

Str,—l have just seen the admirable letter 
of Mr. James Sheridan in your issue of the 
9th inst. It will be little short of a calamity 
if the rebuilding of Sackville street be under- 
taken in a piecemeal and unorganised manner. 
A staring red brick and yellow terra cotta 
house here, a limestone frontage next door, 

renite, alone or in combination with brick, 

yond them -possibly a stucco facade, and 
finally, perhaps, to vary the monotony, a Port- 
land stone bank, all varying in height, would 
be deplorable. Thus, as in the past, much 
good monéy may be wasted in decorative, but 
misplaced, buildings, and perhaps some meri- 
torious architectural design lost amidst its 
surroundings, 

The problem is not one altogether for archi- 
tects, who will be helpless without the co- 
operation of their clients, the authorities, and 
the driving foree of public opinion behind 
them. During the eighteenth century a body 
known as “ The Wide Streets Commissioners ”’ 
did excellent work in the planning of Dublin 
streets. Their policy was a broad and en- 
lightened one, and to them we owe some of 
our finest thoroughfares. The reconstitution 
of some such authority, working in harmony 
with the Corporation, with adequate powers, 
and popular representation thereon, seems 
called for at this juncture. 

By some persons, the streets of Paris, as 
arranged by Baron Hausmann, are considered 
monotonous, but none can deny the great re- 
sultant dignity an@ monumenta! effect, It 
is not essential that street frontages shonid 
necessarily be of very costly cut stone to ob- 
tain dignity of effect. John Nash’s Regent 
street in London is an excellent example of 
what can be achieved even in simple stucco. 
In architectural quality it was fer before the 
sg and costly cut-stone structures which 

ve sueceeded it, 

The stuceo-fronted fagade of Messrs. Clery’s 
premises, and the simple granite front of 
Messrs. Mitchell's premises adjoining, afford 
valuable suggestions, or keynotes, to a ible 
reconstruction scheme, but it is essential that 
some combined effort be made te secure co- 
ordination of design in accordance with the 
principles of town-planning. In connection 
with any rebuilding scheme I venture to sng- 
gest, amongst other matters, three points as 
deserving of consideration. A strong effort 
should be made to secnre the widening of the 
narrow and cangested part of North Earl! 
street, now ra to the ground. In con- 
nection & very valuable suggestion has been 
made in your columns--te have a covered 
areade, or ‘‘rowa,’’ as they are cal in 
Chester. The best modern example of this 
treatment is in the Rue de Rivoli, Paris, 
where it is architecturally excellent, and most 
convenient for commercial purposes. 

Next, Eden quay should be treated as an 
essential part of any reconstruction seheme, so 
as to form the nucleus of what it ought to be

They put myself, my son, aged seven, to 
whom they shouted “Hands up!", and my 
maid (the sole occupants) under arrest, and 
remainéd in the house for over three hours. 
They found no ammunition of any kind, but 
burst locks, etc., and took away with them 
a large number of documents, newspapers, 
letters, and books, as well as various personal 
property, such as linen, tablecloths, trunks, 
photograph of Mr. Keid Hardie and M. 
Davitt, a picture of the Kilmainham prisoners 
of 1882, a green flag, etc. Most of the books 
taken were German and Irish books 


(grammars, school texts, etc.) relating to my 
work as teacher of modern languages and to 
my hushand's journalistic work. One officer 
remarked that this was not a “ very exciting 
search.” 
On Monday, May 1, during my absence, the 
soldiers again entered the house and searched | 
it, and took prisoner Margaret O’ Farrelly |

(May 6) in the Rathmines Police Station, and 
kept there in custody without the knowledge 
of her friénds, without any charge being 
made against her.

FUNERAL OF LIEUTENANT- 
COLONEL CAULFEILD. 

The funeral of Lieutenant-Colene!l St. 
George R. is. Caulfeild, lately Commander of 
the Royal Engineers at Landguard, who died 
suddenly at Leeds last Saturday, took place 
on Wednesday at Old Felixstowe, full military 
honours being aceerded the remains. The 
coffin had been brought te the church on the 
SS day, and ghortly before the time 
ixed for the Service the sacred edifice was 
filled, those present censisting mainly of the 
military, The mourners were Mrs, Caulfeild

RUBBER SHARE MARKET 
FIRM, 


In the commodity market there is a much firmer 
ine. The “ spot” price of plantation rubber has 
recovered to 2 11 per Ib., and forward positions are 
in demand, with buyers for October-December af 
5-. It is evident that the underlying state of the 
market is quite sound, and that the reeent set-back 
in the price of the commodity was due to outside 
causes. The very strong position of rabber invest- 
ments can best be seen by examining the situation 
of typical companies. . If rubber were to drop away 
to 2 per Ib. to-morrow. and remain at that price 
until Sist December next, Sungei Buloh, for in- 
stance, would earn about 95 per cent. for this year, 
or a basis of 10 per cent. yield at the present 
price of the shares (5h/ ¢ d.) Linggi, under the 
same circumstances, could easily repeat its dividend 
of 110 per cent. (vieldin at 21/6 per share, over 
10 per cent. per annule ). If this would be the 
result of 2/- rubber, it is obvious that ruling share 
valuations are extremely moderate, and leave room 
for plenty of capital appreciation.
